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SANITARY  CIROUIvISTANGSS  OF  THS  AREA. 

The  District  is  approximately  5^  square  miles  in  area  with 
a 20  mile  coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided 
into  18  parishes  with  a population  of  7>530»  Agriculture  is  the 
basic  industry,  mostly  dairy  farming,  while  catering  for  holiday 
makers  plays  a very  important  role  in  the  life  of  the  community. 
Many  of  the  hor -beholders  are  engaged  (part-time)  as  outworkers  in 
the  Net  and  Twine  Industry  based  on  Bridport  Borough. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  average  rainfall  for  the  area  is  34  inches  per  year. 

Because  of  the  complicated  geological  formation,  there  are  very  few 
catchment  areas'  in  the  District,  the  principal  being  on  the 
eastern  boundary  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Litton  Oheney  and  Askerswell, 
With  the  exception  of  the  supply  at  Litton  Oheney  which  is  taken  by 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company,  there  is  no  other  source  in  the 
District  which  can  give  a sufficient  and  wholesome  supply.  The 
result  is,  that  although  the  majority  of  the  parishes  have  piped 
supplies  either_ privately  owned,  or,  owned  by  the  Rural  District 
Council,  beca^use  of  the  shallow  sources  of  these  supplies  and  the 
Variable  fluctuation  in  the  yields,  leading  to  ifrequent  shortages 
in  the  summer  months,  especially  in  the  middle  and  western  areas, 
the  District  cannot.be  said  to  have  a satisfactory  water  supply. 

Efforts  ha.ve  been  ma.de  to  improve  several  of  the  local  schemes, 
and  Public  Inquiries  have  been  held  and  sanctions  obtained,  mainly 
on  grounds  of  emergency  rather  than  on  long-term  policy,  with 
however,  the  proviso  that  these  improvements  would  dove-tail  into 
an  area  scheme  when  this  matured.  The  Council,  recognising  that 
overall  planning  was  essential,  engaged  in  1954>  ^ firm  of  Consultants 
to  formulate  a comprehensive  water'  supply  scheme  for  the  whole  of 
the  District.  The  report  of  the  outline  scheme  was  placed  before  the 
Council  in.  Committee  in  April,  1955?  arid  copies  were  submitted  to 
the  Dorset  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  On  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry,  a deputation  from 
your  Council  met  the  Ministry  Officials  in  London  in  November,  1955> 
and  as  a result,  the  Council  called  a joint  meeting  of  the  four 
Local  Authorities  'in  West  Dorset  together  with  representatives  from 
the  two  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  viz  the  Bridport  Water  YiTorks 
Company,  and  the  Lyme  Regis  Water  Works  Company,  and  also 
representatives  from  the  Dorset  County  Council,  and  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  to  discuss  the  question  of  water 
supplies  in  West  Dorset  and . formation  of  a Joint  Committee  or  Water 
Board,  This  meeting  was  held  in  Febmiary,  and  it  was  recommended 
that  the  four  West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  and  County  Council  be 
asked  to  agree  to  a Joint  Committee  whose  terms  of  reference  would 
be  ”to  consider  to  what  extent  grouping  of  waiter  undertakings  in 
West  Dorset  appears  to  them  desirable  and  the  means  by  which  it  may 
be  best  achieved,  and  that  pending  approval  of  the  constitution  of 
the  Joint  Committee  and  the  holding  of  its  first  meeting,  the  Local 
Authorities  and'  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  represented  at  the 
meeting  or  operating^ in  the  area  be  asked  to  furnish  such  financial, 
technical  and  other  information  as  will  enable  a report  to  be 
prepared  for  presentation  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee 
as  to  the  finsneial  aspect  of  the  joint  operation  of  water  undertakings 
in  the  area"  In  July,  the  Council  were  informed  that  financial 
details  were  being  prepared. 

In  December,  a Joint  Meeting  was  held  to  consider  a report 
by  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer,  in  which  he  advised  that 
a Joint  Water  Scheme  would  be  the  most  satisfactory  way  of  supplying 
the  whole  of  West  Dorset,  and  that  the  tv;o  schemes  which  had  been 
prepared  on  behalf  of  the  Beaminster  aed  Bridport  Rural  District 
Councils  could  be  linked  together,  modified  and  augmented, to  serve 
West  Dorset. 
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Approximately  persons  take  supplies  from  Public  Mains, 

1.000  receive  supplies  from  private  Undertcakings  and 'the  remaining 

3.000  rely  on 'shallow  wells  and  springs  of  doubtful  quality  and 
insufficient  quantity. 

The  Council  supply  Charmouth,  Puncknowle,  Shipton  G-orge 
and  parts  of  Askersv/ell  villages,  while  the  following  supplies 
are  privately  owned,  a.part  from  Bridport  \7ater  Works  Company  Ltd.  , 
which  is  a 3ta''utory  Water  Undertaking.

Bridport  Water  Works  Company  Ltd. 

This  Company,  in  addition  to  supplying  the  Borough  of  Bridport, 
also  supplies  in  the  Rural  District,  the  parishes  of  Bothenhampton, 
Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock,  Litton  Cheney,  and  parts  of  Aldington 
and  Symondsbury,  although  their  Statutory  area  also  includes  the 
parishes  of  Loders  and  Swyre.  Approximately  2,500  persons  out  of 
a total  of  4» 000  in  the  Statutory  area,  receive  Company's  water 
including  25O-3OO  dependent  on  standpipes.  In  connection  v/ith  the 
proposed  Puncknowle  Water  Scheme,  the  Rural  Council  have  been  given 
permission  by  the  Company  to  supply  part  of  the  parish  of  Swyre. 


I am  grateful  to  the  Water  Works  Compe^ny's  Engineer  for  his 
co-operation  in  exchahging  analyses  reports  and  discussions  on 
problems  connected  with  water  supplies.

A severe  shortage  of  water  occurred  between  June  and  September 
in  the  villages  of  Oharraouth,  Ohideock,  Stanton  St.  G-abriel, 

West  Bexington  and  Whitchurch,  and  water  had  to  be  hauled  at  first 
by  the  Dorset  County  Fire  Brigade,  taking  it  from  the  Bridport 
Water  Works  Company’s  mains,  and  then  as  the  shortage  became  worse 
the  Council  undertook  the  haulage,  obtaining  v^ater  from  Shipton 
Gorge  as  shorta^ge  in  the  Yifater  Works  Company’s  supply  had  developed. 
48,000  gallons  were  hauled  by  the  Council  and  6,000  by. the  Fire 
Brigade.  In  Charmouth  the  shortage  was  due  to  the  lower  yield 
of  the  springs  and  also  to  the  severe  encrustation  of  the  pipes 
with  hydrated  iron  oxide  which  not  only  impeded  the  free  flow 
of  water  through  the  mains  but  also  ca^used  numerous  complaints 
because  of  the  red  discoloration,  A chemical  solvent  ”calgon" 
was  tried  by  the  Water  Engineer  by  adding  it  to  the  water  to  see 
if  the  red  oxide  could  be  reduced  and  a measure  of  success  was 
achieved.  The  Council  will  however  have  to  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  scraping  of  certain  of  the  mains. 

The  position  at  Puncknowle  is  still  unsatisfactory  and  has 
not  altered  from  that  described  in  previous  reports.  After 
negotiating  with  the  various  Ministries,  a revised  scheme  as  suggested 
by  them,  will  be  submitted  early  in  1957- 

Requests  have  been  made  by  the  Whitchurch  Canoni corum  Water 
Viforks  Company  for  the  Council  to  take  over  their  undertaking,  as 
has  also  the  Pass  Family  Trust  regarding  the  privately  owned 
supply  serving  the  village  of  Wootton  Fitzpaine, 

Byela.ws. 

The  Byelaws  for  preventing  waste,  undue  consumption, 
misuse  or  contamination  of  water,  were  made  under  Section  I7 
of  the  Yfater  Act,  1945>  sh.d  became  operative  on  27th,  February, 

1958,  Under  these  Byelaws  the  use  of  lep.d  a.lloy  service  or 
distributing  pipes  in  connection  with  the  Charmouth  Water  Supply, 
iia  prohibited. 

Drainage  a.nd  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not 
satisfactorily  sewered  and  all  the  streams  are  receiving  ciude 
sewage  from  the  villages  through  which  they  flow,  especially  at 
Charmouth,  Chideock,  Burton  Bradstock,  Symondsbury,  Bradpole, 
Puncknowle  and  Wal ditch.  The  Council  realising  this  serious 
position,  have  agreed  on  a priority  list  to  drain  the  following 
villages;  Burton  Bradstock,  Charmouth,  Puncknowle,  Ohideock, 

Walditch  and  Symondsbury. 

Bradpole. 

The  Conoygar  road  sewer  extension  was  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year)  the  new  sewer  is  not  yet  in  use  as  the  two  private 
estate  developers  have  not  laid  their  private  sewers. 

Burton  Bradstock. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  sewers  and  most  of  the 
laterals  were  laid,  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping 
station  nearly  completed.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will 
be  operative  as  from  raid  1957* 
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Oharmouth. 

The  Liinistry’s  decision  has  not  yet  been  received  although 
the  Public  Inquiry  into  the  scheme  for  this  village  v/as  held  in 
October,  1955.  The  scheme  envisages  using  existing  sewers  where 
practical  and  constructing  new  ones  where  necessary.  All  sev/ers 
will  gravity  feed  to  a pumping  station  near  the  beach  ajid  from 
there  will  be  p’lrnped  to  the  sewage  disposal  plant  north  of  Newlands 
Bridge. 

Ohideock, 


The  first  stage  preliminary  work  in  connection  ?dth  the 
sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


Puncknowle. 

The  scheme  for  this  village  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
and  allows  for  the  laying  of  water  mains  in  sev/er  trenches  where 
possible,  the  disposa.1  plaiit  being  situated  to  the  north  side  of 
the  village. 

Shipton  Gorge. 

The  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and 
began  operating  though  not  working  to  full  capacity.  During  the 
year  many  connections  wqic  made  to  the  sevi/ers  and  several  houses 
were  improved  by  the  provision  of  modern  sanitary  arrangements. 

Public  Oleansing. 

A monthly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  at  present  operates, 
indestructible  household  refuse  only  being  collected.  This  scheme 
is  operated  by  three  men  using  a 3/4  ^on  Bedford  lorry  with  trailor. 
Refuse  is  dumped  into  old  quarries  at  Bennett’s  Hill,  Burton 
Bradstock,  and  Litton  Cheney.  Following  the  closing  of  the  tip  at 
Oharmouth,  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  a site  for  refuse  disposal 
to  serve  the  western  part  of  the  District  as  refuse  from  this  area 
has  to  be  transported  to  Bennett’s  Hill  dump,  involving  22  miles 
travelling  per  load.  The  Council  made  an  application  for  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  a new  site  at  Charmouth,  but  following 
a Public  Inquiry,  the  Ministry  refused  permission.  At  the  end  of 
1956,  application  for  the  use  of  a site  on  the  cliff  face  east 
of  Charmouth  was  laid  before  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Authorities. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  to  revise  the  refuse  collection 
service  by  the  introduction  of  a fortnightly  collection  with, 
possibly,  the  collection  of  ashes,  but  this  scheme  entirely 
depends  upon  the  use  of.  a site  in  the  v/estern  part  of  the  District. 
The  emptying  of  litter  baskets  by  the  wayside  is  also  envisaged. 
During  the  year  10  tons.  11  Cwts.  of  paper  were  sold  to  dealers, 
resulting  in  £62  being  paid  to  the  Council.

In  addition  to  the  desinf estations,  the  Rodent  Operator 
continued  to  carry  out  the  survey  of  private  dwellings,  business 
places  and  lands,  and  during  the  year,  91  premises  were  surveyed 
and  found  to  be  free  of  infestations.

Spending  holidays  in  caravans  or  tents  is  becoming  more 
popular  every  year,  and  the  lovely  coast  of  this  rural  district 
attracts  large  numbers  of  campers. 

14  camping  licences  were  issued  or  renewed  during  the  year 
authorising  the  use  of  573  caravans  on  I4  sites,  and  winter  storage 
of  310  caravans  on  8 sites.

Immuni  Section,

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

When  not  performed  by  the  child's  own  Doctor,  immunisation  is 
, given  at  the  schools  a^nd  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

62  children  were  given  their  primary  inoculation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  and  70  were  given  reinforcing  doses 
against  Diphtheria.  5^  children  were  vaccinated  against  Sraa,llpox. 

Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  was  commenced  in  May, 
of  those  children  born  in  November,  1947  ^954  an*^  i^  March 

1951  1954  whose  parents  had  consented  and  where  vaccine  was 

available,  children  born  in  August  1947  ~ 1954  were  immunised. 

A total  of  32  children  completed  the  course  of  two  injections. 
When  sufficient  vaccine  is  forthcoming  all  children  whose  parents 
agree, will  be  treated. 

B.C.G.  Va.ccination  against  Tuberculosis.
